WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP)— 
President Truman said today that 
Navy Secretary Forrestal recom- 
mended the nomination of Edwin 
W. Pauley as Navy Under Secre- 
tary and that President Roosevelt 
had intended to appoint Pauley to 
that post. 

The President emphatically 
asserted that Pauley would be 
confirmed by the Senate and 
repeats that he would not with- 
draw the nomination and that 
he did not expect Pauley to ask 
for withdrawal. 

The President told a press con- 
ference that Herold L. Ickes, re- 
igned Interior Secretary, had 
nce complimented Pauley very 
highly before testifying against 
im at a Senate hearing on his 


omination. 

The President confirmed 
Ickes’s report that Truman told 
him at a recent Cabinet meet- 
ing, after Ickes had been sum- 

oned to testify on Pauley’s 
nomination, to tell the truth, but 
be kind to Pauley. 

Truman said Forrestal first rec- 
mmended Pauley’s appointment 
o him last October or November. 

A Political Argument, 

Since Pauley disagreed with 
ckes’s assertion that Pauley had 

entioned campaign funds to him 
n connection with the Govern- 
ent’s tidelands suit, a reporter 
‘ranted to know which one is tell- 
ng the truth. 

“Are you going to insist that I 
all somebody a liar?” was the 
President’s question in return.

Naval Officer Asserts

| WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP)— 
A young naval officer testified to- 
day that the night before the 
|Pear] Harbor attack he handed 
'President Roosevelt information 
‘which prompted the President to 
_exclaim “this means war.” 
' ‘The statement came from 
'Comdr, L. R. Schulz who told the 
Senate-House Committee investi- 
gating the Dec. 7, 1941, disaster 
that he was on duty at the time 
in the White House, 

Schulz said Harry Hopkins was 
with the President at the time and 
Hopkins remarked that since war 
‘appeared imminent it was “too 
'bad we couldn't strike the first 
blow and prevent surprise.” 
| Shulz said Roosevelt replied, 
'“No, we cannot do that. We are 
'a democracy and a peaceful peo- 
| ple.” 
| Shulz testified there was no 
|mention of Pearl Harbor. He said 
| the “only geographic name I re- 
call being mentioned was Indo- 
china” and that there was “no 
‘indication that tomorrow was 
necessarily the day.” 

A short time before Schulz ap- 
‘peared before the committee, the 
Senate and House adopted with- 
‘out dissent a resolution extending 
‘the joint investigation to June 1. 
'Previously Congress had fixed to- 
day as the deadline. 
| Schulz related that about 9:30 


A. D.-Kramer brought to him a 
locked pouch containing secret in- 
tercepted Japanese messages.e He 
said he could not say exactly what 
was in the papers. He specifical- 
ly said he did not know whether 
the papers contained the first 13 
parts of a 14-part message by 
which the Japanese were bredking 
off diplomatic negotiations. 
Schulz testified he handed the 
papers to Roosevelt in his second- 
floor study within five minutes of 
the time the pouch was given him 
by Kramer.

In the ensuing conversation, 
Shulz continued, Roosevelt ‘‘men- 
tioned the message he had sent to 
the Emperor (of Japan) regarding 
Japanese troops in Indochina in 
effect requesting their  with- 
drawal.” 

Seth Richardson, committee 
counsel, asked Shulz whether 
there was any mention of sending 
any additional warnings to over- 
seas commanders. “No, sir,” Shulz 
replied. 

Shulz related that the President 
said he believed he would talk 
with Adm, Harold R. Stark, then 
chief of naval operations. Roose- 
velt took up the telephone and,

\Ickes’s accusations of perjury. 

In a nation-wide radio address, 
‘Ickes said flatly: “I charge Mr. 
'_Edwin W. Pauley was not speak- 
ing the truth when he said under 
oath that he never attempted to 
influence President Roosevelt, At- 
torney General Biddle or myself 
against filing of the _ tidelands 
suit.” 

Pauley’s original denial that he 
had ever attempted to stop the 
suit was contained in an indig- 
nant telegram to this writer and 
the Post-Dispatch after this news- 
paper had published, beginning 
July 5, 1945, a series of exclusive 
‘articles detailing his activities in 
opposition to the court action, and 
‘his subsequent support of quit- 
claim legislation that would for- 
lever renounce federal claims to 
oil-bearing tidelands and thus pre- 
'vent the Supreme Court from giv- 
ing a decision on the case. 

Reverses Testimony. 
| When Pauley first appeared as 
witness before the Senate Commit- 
tee, he read into the record his 
telegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
copies of which had been sent to 
Newsweek, a national magazine, 
and to the Washington Post, 
which had reprinted many of the

The fact that veterans and their 
wives were getting the runaround 


because officials of the Veterans’

Arthur A. Poss, director of the 
center, and Kenneth Simpson, di- 
rector of the center’s housing com- 
mittee, were called to a meeting 
of the board after Director of 
Public Safety Charles J, Riley had 
informed board members that a 
constant stream of veterans and 
their wives were coming to his 
office from the center with hous- 
ing problems. 

“Most of the ones who came to 
my office,” Riley said, “had come 
to City Hall and been told to go 
to the center. At the center they 
had been told to come back to 
City Hall. By the time they got 
to my office they thought they 
were getting a real runaround.” 


When Riley entered the board 
meeting, he had with him Karl 
E. Shadley, a veteran of 4236 West 
Chippewa street, who said he and 
his wife, an expectant mother, 
lived in one room with a concrete 
floor, and Mrs, Victor Streb, wife 
of a veteran, who said she lived 
with her husband and théir two 
children in a four-room house at 
3715 McDonald avenue, which 
they shared with three other 
people.

It is imperative that produc- 
tion in great volume be accom- 
plished. We face real difficul- 
ties. Many workers have found 
their wetkly pay greatly reduced. 
Many companies, squeezed be- 
tween costs and prices, are not 
in a position to wait through a 
six months’ period as heretofore 
required before seeking price ad- 
justments. This is especially true 
in some instances where there 
ig a complete change from war 
production to civilian production. 
It is likewise true in the case of 
small companies which lack the 
ample reserves of many large 
corporations. Many small busi- 
nesses were at a disadvantage 
during the war. They must not 
be so in peace. 

I am now modifying our wage- 
price policy to permit wage 
creases within certain limits and 
to permit any industry placed in 
a hardship position by 
proved increase to seek price ad- 
justments without waiting until 
the end of a six months’ test pe- 
riod, as previously required. 

Caution Needed.

St. Louisans who have been re- 
lying on Police Radio Station 
KGPC for the time of day will 
have to buy clocks. The time 
signals which the station has been 
broadcasting since its establish- 
ment in 1929 have been discon- 
tinued, 

The signals, broadcast on the 
hour and half-hour, were designed 
to give police in squad cars a 
check on the accuracy of their 
watches and the functioning of 
their receiving sets, but came to 
be relied on by many outsiders. 
Discontinuance has brought a

TEMPERATURE DIPS 
TO 12 DEGREES, LOW 
POINT FOR MONTH 


30-Mile Wind Blows in From 
Dakotas — Forecast of 
Warmer Tomorrow. 


Nature reminded St. Louisans 
they were still in the dead of 
winter when they awakened to- 
day to a temperature of 12 de- 
grees above zero, the lowest tem- 
perature recorded here this month. 
The first half of February 
has been wunseasonably warm, 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
said. 

“A sharp, gusty wind reaching 
a velocity of 30 miles an hour at 
times, blew in from the northwest 
yesterday afternoon from the 
Dakotas,” Wahlgren said, adding, 
“but this cold snap will not last 
long. Tomorrow will be much 
warmer.” 

Wahlgren said a warm, low 
pressure area is on its way from 
Montana where temperatures 
around 40 degrees are being 
recorded, while in Jacksonville, 
Fla., inhabitants are experiencing 
a low of 39 degrees. 


GETS 5 YEARS FOR EXTORTION 
ATTEMPT IN DEGNAN KIDNAPING 


Grover Casey of Troy, Ala., was 
sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore to- 
day after he tearfully pleaded no 
contest to a charge of attempting 
to extort money in violation of 
the federal kidnaping law. Judge 
Moore recommended to the At- 
torney General’s office that Casey, 
an epileptic, be sent to the United 
States Medical Center at Spring- 
field, Mo., for treatment, 

Arrested at Union Station Jan. 
8, Casey admitted making two long 
distance telephone calls demand- 
ing $500 from the parents of 
Suzanne Degnan, kidnaped Chi- 
cago child whose dismembered 
body had been found the day be- 
fore. Pleading to be sent home, 
Casey told Judge Moore he had 
been drinking the night of his 
arrest and did not remember what 
he had done. 

“You have committed a very 
grievous offense and I can’t let 
you go home,” Judge Moore said. 
“Apparently you gave’ no consid- 
eration to the Degnan child’s par- 
ents when you telephoned them.”

LOTTERY SEIZED, 
OPERATOR HELD 


Raid ‘Printing 
Shop After Arresting 
‘Ace Treasury Play’ 
Head With Slips. 


The “Ace Treasury Play,” a 
lottery estimated by the man who 
ran it as a $250,000-a-year busi- 
ness, was in the hands of the 
police gambling squad today fol- 
the seizure of 50,000 
tickets and printing equipment in 
a raid on a North St. Louis print- 
ing shop yesterday. 

Seizure of the lottery equipment 


'at the Superior Printing Co., 2021 


Salisbury street, followed the ar- 
rest at noon yesterday of Reuben 
Grimsky, who had left the print- 
ing shop with 5000 “Ace Treasury 
Play” tickets, in 70 neat paper 
wrappers, in his automobile. Each 
package was marked with the 
given name of the agent for whom 
it was intended, gambling squad 
detectives said. 
Printer Paid $65 a Week. 

Grimsky accompanied = detec- 
tives to the printing shop, where 
preparation of the lottery tickets 
was in public view of anyone en- 
tering the shop. The _ printer, 
Edward Deal, 5588 Etzel avenue, 
told the officers he received a 
salary of $65 a week from Grim- 
sky, who furnished the equipment 
and materials. Deal asserted he 
had been assured by Grimsky that 
the enterprise was legitimate, and 
he had been printing the tickets 
since 1943. Grimsky dropped in 
each Thursday and picked up 
5000 tickets, Deal added. 

In a frank discussion of the 
lottery with Capt. Joseph Wren, 
head of the gambling division, 
7rimsky said he has been operat- 


ing longer than the three years 
stated by Deal. His slogan, printed 
on some of the tickets, was 
“honesty is the best policy.” 

He admitted a gross income of 
about $4900 a week, with a profit 
of $2000 a week, for himself and 
several “partners’—not identified, 
Capt. Wren said. 

Based on Treasury Reports. 

The lottery was based on pub- 
lished reports of the United States 
Treasury balance, and holders of 
lucky tickets could collect from 
$1 to $3000. There were special 
events, such as the “Christmas 
Special,” which stimulated ticket 
sales with an offer of a $5000 
prize. Other “specials” included 
the “‘World Series,” but detectives 
say most prize awards were in 
lower denominations. Agents sell- 
ing the tickets retained a com- 
mission of about 30 per cent, Capt. 
Wren estimated. 

Seized with the lottery tickets 
at Deal’s shop were perforating, 
sewing and folding machines and 
plates for printing tickets, which 
were turned out in red, green and 
blue colors. Deal said he was ap- 


proached to do the printing job by 
Grimsky and Julius Zweig. The 
latter, who served a federal re- 
formatory sentence for evasion of 
tax received on income from the 
“Gold Bond” lottery, is no longer 
in St. Louis, police said. 
Grimsky, who lives at 5987 
Ridge avenue, and Deal were 
booked as gambling suspects and 
released on $1000 bonds each, Po- 
lice expect to apply for warrants.

TO AVOID ABSENTEE FINES 


HEADS OF G.M.C 


Board Overrides Chair in Dispensing With 
Roll Call—Question Is Whether Nolte 
Will Approve Method.

An apparent device by which 
Aldermen can get out of paying 
$10 fines for absence from board 
sessions was approved by. the 
board today, but it remained to 


be seen whether the scheme would 
be approved by Comptroller Louis 
Nolte, who must put his O.K. on 
aldermanic pay vouchers. 

When the board convened Al- 
derman J. Ray — Weinbrenner 
(Rep.) of the Twenty-eighth Ward 
moved that the customary roll 
call be dispensed with and that 
all members be marked present. 
Actually, two were absent—Alder- 
men Jasper C. Caston (Rep.), 
Sixth Ward, and Walter W. Zieg- 
enbalg (Dem.), Twentieth Ward. 

Acting Board President Walter 
Boehne ruled Weinbrenner’s mo- 
tion out of order, there being a 
City Charter provision calling for 
the $10 fines for absence. Wein- 
brenner, however, appealed the 
ruling and called for a vote. Mem- 
bers voted to overrule the chair, 
16 to 9, in a “roll call vote.” All 
this without the preliminary roll 
having been taken. 

Absentees Marked Present. 

So Caston and Ziegenbalg were 
marked present. As things stand 
there will be no deductions from 
their pay checks because of their 
absence. 

Deputy Comptroller Ray C. 
Schroeder, who was present, told 
reporters he would refer the mat- 
ter to the City Counselor’s office 
for a ruling on the legality of 
the board's action. 

Weinbrenner said the reason for 
his motion to waive the roll call 
was that the provision for fines 
was essentially unfair, since ab- 
sence of members usually was due 
to sickness or other valid causes. 
“This board is the only legislative 
body in the country without au- 
thority to regulate its own mem- 
bers,” he added. 

A pending bill to submit to 
popular vote a proposed charter 
amendment which would permit 
the board to excuse members 
from attendance at sessions was

Members of Cardinal Glennon’s 
official party on the trans-Atlantic 
flight were making final prepara- 
tions today for the prelate’s ac- 
ceptance of the red hat of a cardi- 
nal next week. In the company of 
31 other cardinals-designate, Car- 
dinal Glennon is expected to have 
one of the busiest weeks of his 
ecclesiastical career, 


Besides Cardinal Spellman and 
his party, Thomas Cardinal Tien, 
Bishop of China, flew from New 
York with Cardinal Glennon. A 
few minutes after the landing of 
the huge Constellation plane, “Star 
of Rome,” in which they trav- 
eled, Cardinal Glennon stepped 
out and stood for a moment alone 
at the top of a high platform of 
stairs that had been wheeled onto 
the apron. of Ciampino Airport 
yesterday. 

Wearing the purple biretta and 
robes of an Archbishop, Cardinal 
Glennon made a glowing and col- 
orful figure. 

The tall, erect prelate towered 
head and shoulders above the 
other two cardinals-designate, 
who promptly joined him on the 
platform. Cardinal Spellman’s at- 
tire duplicated that of Cardinal 
Glennon. This was in deference 
to the fact that they will effect- 
ively become Cardinals for the 
first time Monday. 

Cardinal Tien, his broad face 
beaming, wore a blacl. hat with 
a green cord, which is the mark of 
a bishop traveling outside his own 
diocese, Cardinal Tien is the first 
Chinese in history to be appointed 
to the Sacred College. He was 
born and reared a pagan, but in 
three days he will become a Prince 
of the Church, outranked only by 
the Pope himself. The universal- 
ity of the Catholic Church, often 
stressed by Pope Pius XII, was 
dramatized by this fact. 


U. S. Soldiers on Guard. 


It was a colorful crowd which 
welcomed the illustrious visitors 
to this ancient city. There were 
carbiniere, Italian police, in full 
dress uniforms of green with huge 
sabres and spurs, and American 
Military Police in neat, well- 
pressed uniforms, guarding the 
field. 

A mark of special Papal favor 
for Cardinal Spellman, who for- 
merly was American representa- 
tive in the Vatican secretariat of 
State, was the sending of three 
nephews of the Pope to meet the 
plane. The nephews were Princes 
Carlo, Marcantanio and Giulio 
Pacelli. 

About 20 Chinese students from 
the College of Propaganda were 
there to greet Cardinal Tien. A 
number of American priests, sta- 
tioned in Rome as pastors of 
churches, members of various re- 
ligious orders and teachers-at the 
North American College were 
present 


The crowd pressed so closely 
about the three prelates that it 
looked as if they were in danger 
of being crushed while making 
their way slowly toward the air- 
port’s administration building. 

When Cardinal Glennon was 
descending the steps of the plat- 
form from the plane to. the 
ground, hands were stretched out 
offering support: He waved them 
aside, Neither in his face nor 
bearing was there a sign of strain 
and there was no mark of feeble- 
ness in his vigorous gestures and 
ringing voice 


Message to St. Louis. 


As he sat down In the airport 
waiting room, he was showered 
with questions from _ reporters. 
“Yes,” he said, “the trip was most 
agreeable and s0 smooth there 
had been no need to fasten safety

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As We Climb to a New Plateau 


President Truman acknowledged last night 
that the war did not end with the fighting. At 
last, he has given the country a wage-price pol- 
icy that amounts to a peace treaty and peace- 
keeping machinery for the domestic industrial 
economy. He did that by restoring a limit on 
wage increases, a form of control which he had 
precipitately thrown overboard last Aug. 18. 

Today, therefore, settlements for the steel 
strike and other crippling strikes are in sight. 
For now management can afford to yield to the 
President’s ideas on wage levels, and it can yield 
to awards of the Wage Stabilization Board under 
the new policy. It can yield because prompt 
price relief is available at once instead of after 
a wait of six months. 

To be sure, prices of most manufactured goods 
will now inevitably go up a few notches. That 
is' distressing today and in prospect of the down- 
ward readjustment to come some time in the 
future. It is especially distressing for the ma- 
jority of Americans, whose incomes cannot rise 
so rapidly as the cost of living. That outcome 
became inevitable, however, when Mr. Truman 
junked effective wage controls last August. 


Now to Stake a New Line 


So now we mount a new plateau of wages and 
prices. The task, then, is to cry about it as 
little as possible and to try, instead, to stake 
out a new line against further inflation. To- 
day’s hope, to put it a little differently, is that 
we can get production in vast quantities, and 
get it soon enough to dispel further inflationary 
threats. 

As never before, Bernard Baruch’s ‘wisdom 
applies: “We must have full production. .. . 
This miracle of American prodyction can save 
the situation now, as it did during the war, but 
it must hurry, hurry, hurry.” 

That the too-quick attempt to throw off con- 
trols would cause trouble became evident rather 
soon after last August. On Oct. 31, for exam- 
ple, this newspaper said: 

It is, was and will be a confused, unwise 
and unworkable policy. The whole 
trouble comes from the fact that price con- 
trol depends by its very natur® on wage 
control. . . . The principal blame is squarely 
on the Administration for limiting manage- 


ment by controlling prices but freeing 
labor to see how much it can get in wages. 


It can only lead to disputes over how 
great the earnings of business are going to 
be, and how much of the earnings should 
be paid out to employes and how much to 
stockholders. . It will, we earnestly be- 
lieve, delay rather than speed industrial 
peace and reconversion, and it may well 
weaken rather than strengthen price con- 
ns 6 
Claiming no special foresight, since the drift 

of events was clear even then, we merely ob- 
serve that this prediction came all too true in 
every particular. First came the demand for 
30 per cent wage increases—a demand which, 
to be fair, was spurred on by the eagerness of 
Administration and Congress to abandon excess 
profits taxes and the reluctance of the latter to 
aid the wage-earner’s reconversion in any way. 


How Business Was Cramped 


The Aug. 18 policy cramped business between 
free wage demands and fixed price ceilings; it 
put all the burden of economic stabilization on 
management. So management was unyielding; 
strikes came, and spread. And the labor-man- 
agement conference was sentenced to lengthy 
futility. 

Thereupon, when collective bargaining proved 
impossible in such an arrangement, Mr, Tru- 
man gave the wage-fixing job to the so-called 
“fact-finding” panels, and injected the poten- 
tially disastrous question of ability to pay. But 
management could still not afford to yield. So 


the strikes continued. 


In: desperation, Congress then stepped in, 
and one of its branches has passed the Case 
“compulsory mediation” bill, which is entirely 
beside the wage-price issue. 


Finally, three weeks ago, Mr. Truman sat 


down with his advisers and went to work on a 
policy under which the Government itself takes 
control of wage increases once again. It was 
not an easy conference. Reports which leaked 
out showed that it was a battle—Snyder and his 
adherents against Bowles and his. Apparently 
Bowles, with the aid of Judge Collet—who is 
now leaving Washington with the dignity of a 
duty well done—was finally met something more 
than half-way. 


Clear Plan on Price Relief 


The new policy is clear and specific on the 
question of price relief. If a wage increase is 
approved by the Wage Stabilization Board, the 
corporation paying it is assured prompt price 
change. The only question here is whether, since 
prices are rising, industrial profits should not 
get moderate “cost of living’ increases, instead 
of being guaranteed only the pre-war level. We 
may reasonably hope, however, that a sufficient 
profit incentive remains to encourage abundant 
production. : 

Also very much to the good is the assurance 
that “priorities and allocations powers will be 
used vigorously wherever necessary to prevent 
increases of prices.” With that power, the Gov- 
ernment can do much to promote essential pro- 
duction. It should obviously be used to channel 
all available materials into food, housing, cloth- 
ing and transportation equipment, and to keep 
them out of non-essential public and private 
works. 

Unfortunately, the crucial provision on wage 
control is not so clearly drawn. The WSB, which 
is relied on to administer it, lacks the prestige 
and indeed some of the power of the old War 
Labor Board. More seriously, the standards laid 
out for its determinations are rather nebulous. 

In consequence, the board will probably have 
to deal with many outlandish contentions con- 
cerning the “general pattern of wage or salary 
adjustments” and what constitutes hardships, in- 
equities, substandard conditions and the like. 

While the Little Steel formula was virtually 
self-executing, this board enjoys no such initial 
advantage. However, the Little Steel formula 
itself was a creation of the WLB. If the WLB 
could frame its own specific standard under gen- 
eral policy, we see nothing to prevent this newer 
board from doing likewise. So the problem is 
one of administration. Under Chester Bowles, 
administration should be able. It is incumbent 
on Mr. Bowles, however, to be mindful that his 
responsibility has been enlarged to include, not 
only restraining inflation, but speeding produc- 
tion, 


Reason For Fresh Hopes 


It would be foolish to predict that the new 
policy, coming as it does after so much pulling 
and hauling, can exert the control that the 
reconversion economy requires. At least, how- 
ever, it is an instrument; we may entertain hopes 
that we could not last week. 

Ié will not be easy to restore and maintain 
industrial peace in these trying months ahead. 
It will be the easier for the immediate future, 
however, because the contestants are now thor- 
oughly tired of not drawing pay checks, and 
others do not relish the possibility of no divi- 
dend checks and a possible repeal of the carry- 
back provision of the excess profits tax. It will 
be the easier, too, because the contestants have 
ample cause to fear that Congress, if treuble 
breaks out again, will enact repressive regula- 
tions very tough on both sides. 

In the end, of course, the burden, as Mr. Tru- 
man says, is on us all: “I call on the American 
people to close ranks in the face of a common 
enemy—the enemy which after the last war 
turned military victory into economic defeat.” 

We Americans have had the economic day- 
lights scared out of us in these last few months. 
We have already been scorched by the blighting 
breath of inflation. Now, as the President has 
profited from his own error, let us proceed to 
draw the future benefits from his renunciation 
and correction. 
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Justice on an Assessment Basis 

Equality before the law is supposed to be a 
basic principle of our courts, but Provisional 
Police Judge Grodski seemingly forgot about 
that for the moment in stating one of his reasons 
for dismissing eight charges of violating the 
smoke elimination ordinance, brought against 
the Roosevelt Hotel by the city. Quoth the 
Judge: “The hotel is a big taxpayer, isn’t it?” 

Carrying this legal reasoning one step further, 
there are such odd conclusions as this: Penal- 
ties, if any, depend on the size of the tax receipt 
a defendant can exhibit iw court. Big taxpayers 
can violate the smoke ordinance at will, but the 
little fellows must be socked with all the law al- 
lows. 

Perhaps the hotel is entitled to some con- 
sideration, since it is now co-operating to elimi- 
nate the nuisance. Fortunately, the city has ap- 
pealed Judge Grodski's decision, so the case 
will be decided on its merits, not on a basis of 
computing violations by valuations. 
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On Investigation by UNO 

By rejecting Russia’s request for an investiga- 
tion of British armed intervention in Indonesia, 
the United Nations Security Council has weak- 
ened its prestige in the eyes of nations which 
might be likely to come to it for support. 

It is unquestionably true that the issues are 
mixed in the requests for investigation which 
have come to the Council. Iran’s complaint 
against Russia is clouded by the doubtful nature 
of the Iranian Government and by the impera- 
tive need of Russia for oil. MRussia’s counter- 
complaint against the British in Indonesia and 
reece is clouded by being a political maneuver. 
Syria and Lebanon’s complaint against the Brit- 
ish and French is clouded by the fact that there 
can never be peace in those countries until 
France's imperative need for oil has been met. 

But the Security Council is not likely to re- 
ceive a complaint that is a clear case of black 
and white. The remilitarization of the Rhine- 
land was a mixed case, or at least it was in the 
then prevailing views of it. The Spanish civil 
war was a mixed case, and the League of Na- 
tions refused to do anything about it on the 
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ground that it was purely a domestic issue. Un- 
less UNO acts in mixed cases, it is not likely to 
have any chance to act at all. Unless it adopts 
the policy of responding promptly and gener- 
ously to appeals, the appeals are apt to dry up, 
and the trust that inspired them. 

The Syrian and Lebanese requests come up 
today. In assessing them, the Security Council 
would do well to keep in mind that at every 
crisis in its career there will always be an ex- 
cuse—and a good, face-saving, plausible excuse 
—for it to sidestep the taking of a stand. But 
no matter how well-appearing the excuse, no 
matter how eloquently it can be argued, when- 
ever UNO does not respond to a request for in- 
vestigation, it will be digging its own grave. 

Investigation ought to be so fundamental a 
right that every nation could take for granted 
the automatic granting of a request for it, It 
will have to be that fundamental in order for 
UNO to escape the League's fate of becoming 
a dignified facade for impotence. 
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George P. McNear Jr.’s T. P.& W. Railroad, 
whose guards killed two striking employes, has 
really made a name for itself. The name, ob- 
viously, being Take Pistols & Wayday. 
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No Evidence Against Falzone? 

Prosecuting Attorney Riley of Cole County, 
in announcing that he will not file criminal 
charges against former Senator Falzone, of Clay- 
ton, says he couldn't get a conviction, but he 
doesn't say why not. 

Why couldn't the prosecutor get a conviction? 
In the Missouri Senate’s hearing three months 
ago, testimony was given that Falzone solicited 
a bribe of $1500 to obtain passage of a cos- 
metology regulation bill. The evidence im- 
pressed Falzone more than it has impressed 
Prosecutor Riley, for he resigned from the Sen- 
ate after four days of hearings. 

The Prosecuting Attorney seems to have been 
looking for an excuse to avoid prosecuting. It is 
not an impressive action, for the matter is seri- 
ous and deserves to be settled.

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What the Atom Bomb Means to Peace

Peace cannot be had without cost, and its price is a change in 
powers of nations, noted British planner says; America and Britain 
should give UNO plan to regulate use of atom and armaments; 
super-national authority needed to enforce arbitration of disputes, 


Sir William Beveridge, British Economist and Author, in the Rotarian 


Nothing worth ‘having can be had for 
nothing. Lasting peace, as the thing most 
worth having in all the world, cannot be 
won without paying its price. That is the 
most important thing of all to get into the 
heads of all who are concerned with pub- 
lic affairs. That is what all peoples in the 
world most need to understand, 


To say that peace has its price means 
three things: First, peace cannot be had 
for nothing; second, peace, though it is the 
greatest good of all 
and indispensable for 
a happy useful life 
for anyone, is not 
above all price: third, 
payment gf the price 
of peace involves 
positive action, not 
just wishing for 
peace, or renouncing 
and denouncing war. 


The first of these 
three _ propositions 
means that we can- 
not expect to get 
peace if we _ insist 
upon going on for 
the future in all es- 
sentials as we did in the past. To expect 
this is to fly in the face of the experience 
that behaving as we did in the past has led 
to total war twice in 30 years,

The minimum fixed price of peace is the 
surrender of sovereign anarchy. It is the 
establishment of the rule of law between 
nations, as there is a rule of law between 
individuals in any ordered community. This 
means acceptance voluntarily or compul- 
sorily by every nation of impartial deci- 
sions of a super-national authority when it 
is in dispute with another nation. 


The second proposition—thiat peace is not 
above all price—means that-peace must be 
reconciled with the preservation of essen- 
tial human freedoms. We must have peace 
with freedom, not the peace of slaves, Free- 
dom for the individual does not mean an- 
archy, but an effective voice in making 
with his fellows the rule of law under which 
he and all his fellows shal] live. It means, 
in the last resort, democracy as practiced, 
among the great powers, by the British 
and the people of the United States. 


A Substitute for War 


The third proposition—that the winning 
of peace needs positive action—means that 
we have to find and accept a substitute 
for war as a means of settling the disputes 
which are bound to arise between nations. 
Mere renouncing of war as an instrument 
of national policy, as was done by all na- 
tions in the Kellogg Pact of 1928, is idle. 


We cannot abolish war without putting 
something in its place as a means of set- 
tling disputes, That something else can- 
not be anything but arbitration—decisions 
of an impartial super-national authority 
with force to insure their acceptance. 

These three propositions are the gist of 
what I tried to say in a short book on “The 
Price of Peace” published last March, Since 
then we hae had the bursting of the first 
atomic bor..b in August. How does this 
event affect the argument’? 

First, the atomic bomb makes war more 
terrible and more sudden, It raises, there- 
fore, enormously the price which is worth- 


while to pay for peace. paneer 
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Second, the atomic bomb makes other 
armaments of secondary importance and 
makes their maintenance on any large 
scale absurd. This will not, of course, be 
accepted by the military machines of the 
world, by the Admirals, Generals and Air 
Marshals. They will cling to their out- 
modeu weapons as their predecessors clung 
to bows after the invention of gunpowder, 


Third, it makes the regulation of arma- 
ments, including in this the atomic bomb 
itself, the most vital and most urgent of all 
tasks before the statesmefKQ[( of the world, 
We cannot hope to stop discovery by na- 
tions other than the Americans of the se- 
cret of making atomic bombs, if they are 
left free to pursue this course. 


Too Dangerous a World 


A .world in which different nations are 
allowed to arm themselves with atomic 
bombs for national purposes is a world 
too dangerous to live in. The crucial re- 
sponsibility rests on those who have power 
in the world today of deciding that not 
more than one factory of atomic bombs is 
needed or will be permitted on our planet. 


This means having a scientific inspec- 
tion throughout the world, sufficiently de- 
tailed to discover if bombs are being made. 
It means being prepared if necessary to go 
to war now to stop production in more than 
one place, 


The bursting of the atomic bomb con- 
firms and emphasizes, though it hardly 
needs emphasizing, that there must be a 
change in world government and in the 
powers of nation states if the peoples of 
the world are to be safe from mutual de- 
struction, The instrument available for 
bringing about that change is the Charter 
of the United Nations. 


How UNO Can Deal With Atom 


The Charter is open to criticism on 
several grounds, but it is the one instru- 
ment available for this purpose, and it con- 
tains in Article 26 a provision which can 
and should be used without delay for deal- 
ing with the vital problem of control of 
atomic energy. This is an article provid- 
ing for the preparation of plans for the 
regulation of armaments. 


My suggestion is that the United States 
and Britain, as the two powers which, for 
the moment, have the secret of the atomic 
bomb, and also as two great powers whose 
people and governments are profoundly 
pacific, should make it plain that in their 
view the atomic bomb should never be 
used as a national armament, or otherwise 
than for the enforcement of international 
security and peace under the auspices of 
the United Nations. They should bring for- 
mal proposals at the earliest possible mo- 
ment to the Security Council for the reg- 
ulation of armaments and, above all, for 
the use of the atomic bomb.

At Sachsenhausen, the Nazis perfected 
the technique of extermimation used at 
Dachau, Buchenwald and the slave facta 
ries of Germany. Szalet’s book enables th 
reader to realize the horror and degrada 
tion to which these men were subjected, as 
the photographs of the camps later gav 
mute testimony. The writer tells how fort} 
tude, mutual loyalty and ingenuity helped 
the victims to survive, or if they must die, 
to die like men, 

The writer’s miraculous release, made 
possible through his daughter's courageous 
actions and sheer good fortune, gives hig 
true story an amazing climax. 

Though Szalet emerged a nearly broken 
man, he refused to rest until his manu- 
script was completed.

“The Complete Writings of Thomas Paine.”’ Edited 
by Philip 8. Foner. (Citadel Press, New York.) 

Thomas Paine is slowly but surely com- 
ing into his own as one of the Revolution- 
ary forefathers. Often reviled, and negiect- 
ed for many years, he is now recognized 
as one whose zealous pamphleteering had 
much to do with lighting the. flame of in- 
dependence. His writings show that Paine, 
whether in England, America or France, 
was inspired by devotion to the cause of 
the under-dog, and was ready to sacrifice 
his own well-being to crusading for the 
oppressed, 

All Paine’s writings have been brought 
together for the first time in these two 
large volumes, totaling almost 2200 pages. 
Mr. Foner, who contributes an introduction 
and footnotes, worked persistently among 
old records, and found 225 Paine items 
never previously published. The patriot’s 
best-known works—"“Common Sense,” “The 
American Crisis,” of Man” and

TESTS IN SCHOOL HERE 
TOAD DEAF VETERANS 


Central Institute Selected for 
Research in Developing 
Hearing Devices. 


The Central Institute for the 
Deaf was one of two research 1n- 
stitutions selected by the Office 
of Scientific Research and Devel- 
opment in October 1943, to inves- 
tigate the range of human hear- 
ing and develop new hearing aids 
for rehabilitation of veterans suf- 


fering hearing loss in combat, it | 


was disclosed today by Dr. Rich- 
ard Silverman, director of the in- 
stitute’s electro-acoustic labora- 
torv at 818 South Kingshighway. 

The work, which resulted in 
new principles of testing and com- 
pensation fq. hearing loss, was 
also carried on at laboratories at 
Harvard University, Cambridge, 
Mass.. Dr. Silverman said. 

New testing apparatus devel- 
oped at the institute was installed 
at the Philadelphia (Pa.) Naval 
Hospital, Hoff General Hospital, 
Santa Barbara, Calif., and Borden 
Genera! Hospital, Chickasha, Okla. 

Dr. Silverman's associates in the 
research were Dr. Helen S. Lane, 
principal of the institute, who had 


charge of statistical compilations, 


and Charles E. Harrison, electrical 
engineer, who supervised develop- 
ment of noise-making devices and 
noise-measuring devices. 

About 40 St. Louisans with im- 
pairment of hearing acted as 
‘guinea pigs” In the experiments, 
Dr. Silverman related, “For two 
years, about two hours a day, 
they endured the pain of tolerat- 
ing noises that ranged up to 145 
decibels, or about 15 decibels 
above what we now know is the 
ceiling of the normal human area 
of hearing. They were paid for 
their contribution, but more than 
half of them gave the money 
back or donated it to the St. Louis 
League for the Hard of Hearing.” 

Dr. Silverman explained that the 
newness of his laboratory’s ap- 
proach lay in the fact that it ex- 
plored the upper rather than the 
lower limit of the human audi- 
tory area. Previously, he said, hear- 
ing tests were designed to find 
out the quietest sound that one’s 
ears can detect, whereas his ex- 
plorations, acutely painful to the 
persons tested, determined the 
loudest noises that can be en- 
dured with any degree of comfort. 

Determinajion of this 
limit or ceiling of hearing was 
utilized in developing devices for 
persons with different degrees of 
hearing loss. Military hospitals 
now determine the extent of hear- 
ing loss suffered by a hearing 
a.ualty through — standardized 
testing with machines developed 
here. Then they supply the vet- 
eran with the hearing device best 
suited to his hearing loss, he said.

T Oregon county down on the Arkansas bor- 
der, is better known to folks in southeast 
Misseuri than to fishermen in other parts of the 
state.

EAT pinwheels are modern 
{nourishing versions of meat 


shortcakes. In many ways 


they are just as easy to make, but- 


there are some tricks in the prep- 
aration that one needs to be fa- 
miliar with if the appearance of 
the pinwheels and the eating qual- 
ity is all that is to be desired. To 
make delicious meat pinwheels, 
one must be able to make up a 
good biscuit dough, and it must 
be handled in much the same way. 
Once the moist dough is turned 
out onto the board and is kneaded 
12 to 15 times to make it smooth, 
it should be rolled out in just four 
directions—first from the center 
away from you, then from the cen- 
ter toward you, next from the cen- 
ter to your right, and last from 
the center to your left. This 
straight four-line rolling will en- 
able you to end up with a sheet of 
dough that is rectangular in 
shape. And with a foot-ruler at 
hand, you can gauge your dimen- 
sions so that you can obtain pin- 
wheels uniform in diameter. 


The next important part of the 
preparation is to have the sea- 
soned meat mixed with gravy or 
sauce and enough of it to prevent 
the meat from drying out as the 
biscuits are baked at a high 
enough temperature to give them 
crisp and brown crusts and flaky 
centers. If you have ever eaten 
pinwheels with just ground meat 
spread on the biscuit dough, you 
can quickly appreciate the advan- 
tage of using moisture with the 
meat. A creamy sauce such asthe 
parsiey or mushroom harmonizes 
much better with this meat ar- 
rangement than a sauce such as 
tomato.

Common-Sense Medicine 


WrLzcTeD pain in medicine 
is frequently the cause of lay- 
men seeking advice for a trou- 

ble that he seems to be at a total 
loss to understand or explain. In 
fact this same type of pain, in 
rare instances, makes the physi- 
cian or surgeon ponder as to its 
origin. In order to make my 
point clear, let me cite a few ex- 
amples of pain localized in one 
area and directing its sensation 
to a distant area. 

Backache is a good example. 
Most patients with backache 
think of kidney: trouble immedi- 
ately and are surprised when an 
X-ray picture of the back shows 
osteo-arthritis of the spine, The 
pain in some instances is close 
enough to the kidney to suspect 
it, but the urine examination dis- 
proves it. Pain down the sciatic 
nerve into the leg may be due to 
the arthritis of the spine and the 
leg entirely free of any trouble. 
I have seen patients treated for 
backache without X-ray study 
and a large stone in the kidney 
be the answer. 

Faulty posture, bad feet, focal 
infection, secondary involvement 
of the spine from cancer of the 
prostate, tuberculosis of the spine 
and traumatic injuries with a 
cracked vetebra, reflect the pain 
to the back. 

This is sufficient evidence to 


make backache proms of a prob- 
lem to require X-ray studies in all 
cases and a complete physical ex- 
amination of the patient most im- 
portant. Osteopathic treatment of 
some back complaints is acceptable 
and beneficial if previous X-ray 
studies are negative. 

Single or multiple arthritic pains 
about the body, neuritis, bursitis 
and muscular aches are in many 
instances secondary to focal infec- 
tion. The pain localized in a joint 
may be from abscessed teeth, in- 
fected tonsils or infection in the 
prostate gland. Severe sinus in- 
fection may give distant areas of 
reflected pain with secondary focal 
infection. 

I recall seeing a patient with a 
constant, though not severe, pain 
in the chest close to the region of 
the heart, freed of all pain follow- 
ing the removal of a badly infect- 
ed tooth. Just another example of 
reflected pain. 

I could on indefinitely, but isn’t 
this sufficient proof that a com- 


plete physical examination, includ-_ 


ing X-ray and laboratory studies, 
is the most effective and in many 
instances the cheapest way to lo- 
cate your trouble. My keenest de- 
sire in this simple health column 
is to pass on to the laity the many 
benefits to be obtained by seeking 
early substantial medical advice.

BILL BILL TO ‘DOUBLE “INSURANCE 
REQUIRED OF CAB OPERATORS 


A bill which ch would double the 
amount of liability insurance re- 
quired of taxicab operators and 
eliminate the posting of indem- 
nity bonds is being prepared by 
Public Utilities Director Harry C. 
Brockhoff for consideration by 
the Board of Public Service. 

The present ordinance requires 
taxicab permit holders to file an 
indemnity bond or an insurance 
policy affording coverage of $2500 
for injury to one person and 
$5000 for injury to two or more 
persons. The new measure would 
make an insurance policy manda- 
tory, and would provide $5000 and 
$10,000 coverage. 

Brockhoff said elimination of 
indemnity bonds would expedite 
settlement of claims, now fre- 
quently delayed because of the 
necessity for obtaining judgments 
against operators.

aging wires failed to produce re- 
sults, Burton’ telegraphed his 
daughter that unless she went to 
see either Conover or Powers at 
once he would withdraw her 
allowance.

HEN TI left London, I was 
W not looking forward to this 

journey to the continent 
since I feared that, for those of 
us who knew the Europe of the 
past, sadness was bound to fill 
our souls. But sorrow’ which 
leads to constructive work and 
a determination to keep from re- 
peating our mistakes is good for 
us. It should strengthen us for 
the battle that must come in these 
next few years — the battle for 
peace. And we must pray for 
victory no less sincerely than we 
did in time of war. 

On the plane flight to Germany, 
the pilot offered to go down and 
let me get a look at Aachen from 
the air. It was difficult, at first, 
to tell just how much damage 
had been done, but my eyes grew 
accustomed to houses without 
roofs and J] realized that, com- 
paratively speaking, there was 
little life In the city’s streets. 

In the villages, life seemed to 
be going on. And I was sur- 
prised to find how universally the 
fields were planted and how wall 
cared for they looked. These 
people are thrifty—they use every 
available bit of Jand. When we 
came to Cologne, we again circled 
the town. Again there was very 
little life in the streets.

Soon after we reached Frank- 
fort, I took a short drive through 
the city. It has been many years 
since I was here before, but I 
remember it very well as it was 
then, It was a spacious city, with 
beautiful buildings and a residen- 
tia] district in which many of the 
richest Germans lived. Now, I 
cannot adequately describe what 
the destruction is. An area 
around the railroad station is flat. 
Certain buildings are occupied 
only on the lower floors. In street 
after street, there is not one habi- 
table dwelling. The sights are 
appalling, leave you stunned, al- 
most unable to grasp the misery 
of such devastation. Only when 
you drive out to the outskirts do 
you find a few streets where peo- 
ple still live. 

The city’s former population was 
about 550,000. They say that 378,- 
000 people stil] live here, but where 
they live is certainly a ystery. 
I remember some of the smaller 
cities along the line of battle in 
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France after the first World War, 
where practically all the buildings 
were shells and where the people 
lived in the cellars. You would 
see them flitting, like ghosts, out 
into the sunlight and then back to 
their underground dwellings, That 
may be what they’re doing here, 
but I’ve seen no evidence of it. 
As the villages have been very 
little harmed, probably many of 
the city’s people are now living 
there. 
a . = 

On the whole, I think the chil- 
dren here look fairly well. Rec- 
ords show that the men have lost 
some weight, but the women have 
gained a little. Rations give each 
person 1500 calories a day. For- 
tunately, the wintet so far has been 
miraculously mild. Here and 
there, you see smoke emerging 
from factory chimneys, but these 
are usually isolated factories some 
distance from towns. From the 
air I saw many chimneys from 
which no smoke was rising. 

As you look at this city, first 
you think of the great material 
loss—famous buildings destroyed 
with their probable contents of 
art treasures and fine furnishings 
~~ businesses which disappeared

overnight — life savings wiped 
away. But what really makes you 
shudder is the amount of human 
suffering which must be repre- 
sented in these piles of rubble and 
crumbling walls. 

The Germans are a tough people 
and the unanimous impression 
seems to be that they have little 
sense of guilt. The older people 
realize they have been beaten— 
completely beaten—but only the 
older people will come forward to 
help the occupation forces. Some 
of them may think along lines ac- 
ceptable to us, but the great mass 
of young people are still Nazis— 
still believe they can rebuild a 
strong Germany and German 
army!

West said later that he had been 
tempted.to save at five clubs, but 
that he had hoped the four-spade 
contract could be defeated. Well, 
it should have been, but East fell 
by the wayside in the defense. 

West cashed the king and queen 
of hearts, then, when East's fail- 
ure to have high-lowed meant that 
South would ruff the next heart 
lead, shifted to the deuce of clubs, 
Declarer captured East's ten, drew 
trumps, ending in dummy, ruffed 
dummy’'s last heart, and exited 
with the club nine. 

From South’s point of view the 
only hope for 10 tricks lay in 
dropping the queen-jack of dia- 
monds, blank, in one hand or the 
other—or getting help from the 
enemy. His remote chance for the 
first break would not be upset by 
clearing the decks of hearts and 
clubs, and if help was coming from 
the enemy this stripping process 
was vital. 

East, in with the club, felt that 
he was “hooked.” From West's 
lead of the club deuce he knew 
that South, as wel] as dummy, was 
now out of clubs, and that another 
lead of that suit would give de- 
clarer the dreaded “ruff in one 
hand, discard in the other.” So 
East, exactly as South had hoped, 
returned a low diamond South 
put in the ten, smothered West's 
queen with the king, then finessed 
successfully against East's jack. 

It was absurdly easy for East to 
have counted that South, as well 
as dummy, had four diamonds, 
and therefore that a ruff and dis- 
card would do him precisely no 
good, East should have avoided 
the diamond return as he would 
the plague.
